The spectators while waiting for the

opening of the trial gazed In a fascinated
manner at the double barrelled shotgun
with which the Countess waa shot, her
blue silk dressing gown, her nephew's
hooting suit and the bullets extracted

from tlw bodies, all of which were lying
tn a table In the court.

There was a craning of necks' when
Count Mlelczynskl waa led to the dock by
a rhslclan on whose arm he leaned, lie
seemed to be very 111 and the doctor put
a bottle of restoratives on the table In

readiness for emergencies.
The Count, who Is of medium height

with a Kalscrllke mustache, at times
looked about him In a vacant way. At
other moments his eyes flashed aa If he
was being goaded by his thoughts. Then
he buried his face In his hands and ran
his fingers through his nulr.

The Count answered the questions of
the prosecutor In a weak, monotonous
voice. He pleaded guilty, but said he
acted on extreme provocation and with-

out premeditation.
On reply to questions as to his past

life the Count admitted that he had been
tulce convicted of offences nnd had been
fined for Insulting a relative of his wife's,
fount l'rinskl. who was afterward sen
tenced for fraud. Ho was also fined for
a political offence in Inciting class hatred
In a public Kpeech.

Before asking the Count some personal
quetlons the prosecutor demanded that
the court be cleared, He said that sex
quisllons must bo discussed which In the
Interest of public morality ought not to
h' heard openly.

Counsel fur the Count replied that his
!,ent preferred publicity because he

to prove that his honor was never
md. Nevertheless In the Interests of

i hlldren he was willing to preserve
t mother's name from scandal. Con-iunt-

he was opposed to the proceed-ir.c- a

blng held In camera.

Women Ordered Oat of Conn.
The .ludge decided to have the court

eicm-'-l and the wives of the public funct-

ionaries', who wero conspicuous In tho
throng of women, went out grumbling. In
plte of the fact that the ctaurt was

cleared, fairly full accounts of the pro-

ceedings behind closed doors have been
rrcelved here, although their accuracy
cannot be vouched for.

It la said that the prisoner swooned
then he was asked to Identify his wife's
dressing gown. He confirmed the reports

to various Incidents connected with
the tragedy. He said his wife was Im-

pulsive aii'l headstrong and before he
IrA been married six years he had rea-
sons to suspect her fidelity. Correspond-
ence fell Into his hands In 1903 which
confirmed his suspicions. Ho taxed her
w itli being unfatthful and she confessed
and begged his forgiveness. They were
reconciled at that time, but a similar
llason in 1906 led to a complete separat-
ion between him and his wife, and the
Countess was ostracized by tho Polish
arltocracy. ,

This separation, tho Count saldt lasted
oitii years, and then there was another

reconciliation. Ho Joined his wife at
uakowymocre last Heptember and soon
found that she waa carrying on a llason
with, her nephew, Mianzynskl, who lived

1th his mother on another estate. Mian-tynr- kl

wan a dissolute drunkard. He was
formerly In the French foreign legion, but
had deserted.

Th- - Count said tbat Mianzynskl was so
drunk on the evening of the tragedy that
m (the Count) helped him upstairs.
Later on the Count heard voices from his
"Lfc's room and thinking that burglars
hod tmred the house' took his gun and
tired and then In the dim light learned the
W'Mity of his victim. Afterward he told
Urn servants what had happened and said:

"I thousht they were thieves, but now
foI has punished them by tny hand."

About twenty persons, mainly

FAMOUS COLLECTION OF

SILVER TO BE SOLD

Late Earl 'of Ashburnham's
Property Expected to Bring

Great Prices.

London, Feb. 21. The Daily Telegraph

announces that Christie's will soon sell
at auction a marvellous silver collection
made by the fourth Karl of Ashburnham,
the collector of the famous library which
was dispersed In 1901. The iilv Tele
graph says :

"From a prosaic hiding place In the
strong room of a bank, where they have
been lying unheeded for more than thirty
years, have come forgotten treasures
enough to fill one of Wolsey's famous
wagons. The Achans of the world will
assemble, for hero Is a sale of loot to
dazzle the eyes of the most Jaded of them
all."

The collection Includes a rosewater dish
by Cellini, which can bo ranked with the
Cellini trophies in the l tllil and I'lttl
galleries. Even a rarer prize is a noble
Gothic standing salt cellar fashioned In

the reign of Henry VII., to commemorate

the marriage of a Berkeley heiress with
an Ashburnham. It Is twelve and a half
Inches high In the shapo of a Gothic hour-

glass with a conical cover with u small
mermaid aa a surmounting figure. This
haa been restored. Figures of mermaids
(the family badge of the Berkeleys)
cover tho vessel, which bears the hall
mark of tho year 150s.

Tlie CM 11 nt dish Is IC, Inches In
diameter. The decorations are Incidents
n the history of Kmperor Titus. Including

the siege and sack of Jerusalem, which
was apparently made about 1545 and
subsequently belonged, to Pope Clement
VIII.

There are many other tempting pieces
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen
turles. The sale win take place on
March 24.

tmes has administered. The Chancellor
Is not only Incapable of accurate state-
ment, but his explanations Invariably ag-

gravate the offence. Whether persona
or facts or figures are In que&tlon he
Is equally Incorrigibly and Impenltently
Inaccurate."

The Saturday Review, referring to

ttacks on landlords, asks why Mr. Lloyd
tlcorgn Is allowed tn pile false charge
on falso charge without the faintest re
buko from tho Premier.

That the wearer of a Chancellor's robes
should snarl and yelp In this manner Is
an outrage which lias been borne too
long."

Hlfgh Prices tor Objets d'Art at
the Fltshenrr Rale.

objects of art at the Hotel Drouot was
continued y and realized a total of
$21,000. Toilet boxes and cases brought
$9,000.

The highest price, $1,402, was paid for
an ovnl box of gold and part enamel
decorated In peacock's tall fashion. On
the cover Is a portrait of Iiuls XVt.
The box bears an Inscription, "Given by

XVI. to Dumourlez, commander
at Cherbourg In 1786."

A round shell box with a portrait on
the cover, dating from the end of the
Louis XV. period, sold for $830.

Miniatures brought $8,200. The highest
price, $1,840, was paid for a miniature
of the Louis XVI. period, signed by
Slcardl. It Is the portrait of a woman.

An oval miniature of a woman signed
by Augustln and dated 1792 sold for
$1,220.

A canvas, presumably the portrait of
Eugene de Heauharnals as a child, sold for
$1,800. The price asked for this was
$1,600. Tho child la represented as a
three-quart- length figure dressed In
white. From his neck hangs a chain to
which Is attached a miniature portrait of
a woman. Ills left hand touches his hat,
while the right hand heats upon a framed
portrait of a man.

8 KILLED IN A POWDER MILL.

6,000 Pounds of (iellgiillr Kxplode
at Nobel Works, Scotland.

KniNBURiiii, Feb. 20. Kight persons
wero killed by tho explosion of 6,000
pounds of gelignite at the works of the
Nobel Gunpowder Company lit Arderr, In
Ayrshire,

Tho shock of the explosion was felt for
twenty miles and numbers of windows in
houses In nearby towns wero smashed.
Curiously enough the town of Irvine, half
a mile away, which was partlully wrecked
by a similar explosion In March, 1913,
did not suffer any serious damage.

WRIGHT TO PRESS

FIGHT ON RIVALS

Issues Circular, Warning of

Prosecution for Infring-

ing His Patents.

ST1HS AIRMEN HERE

Wonder What Will Be Effect
May Halt Gurtlss

Project

The circular letter whloh Is belns; sent
broadcast by the Wright Company warn-
ing manufacturers, users and exhibitors
of aeroplane that the company Intends
to prosecute them for using machlnee of
tho Wright pattern without a license on
the basis of the favorabto decision re-

cently granted by the United States Circuit
Court of Appeals haa cauaed much discus-

sion among airmen. These expressed wonder
as to Its effect on tlie advance of flying
In view of the plana recently made for
the round the world and transatlantic
lllghts.

Conjectures along this line were In or-

der yesterday at the Aero Club, whero
tho Wright company's turn to aggros-elvene- ss

evoked great surprise.
It was even suggested that tha Wright

company was attempting to create a mo-

nopoly of tho aeropla.no Industry, although
It was thought that flying had advanced
ton far tn maka such a thing tmsslbla.
The general Impression was that Orvllle
Wright, as tlie surviving member of the
combtnatloif which made the aeroplane
practical, was entitled to a Just share
of the protlts that havo come from itei

manufacture and uee, but that an at-

tempt to collect a royalty of 10 to 30
per cent, on tlie Industry might tend to
retard It for a time.
